more than twice as much to maintain the 
parks under their care as it does to keep up 
Washington Park, which is in charge of the 
South Park commissioners. It is not pre- 

. tended that the West Side parks are in better 
condition than the South Side parks. As a 
matter of fact, they are in far worse repair, 
especially Union Park, the most ornamental 
part of which is little better than a ruin. - 

The difference in cost can be found in the 
fact that the West parks for a long time have 
been entirely dominated by politicans and 
political influences, while the South Park 
system has been kept practically free of poli- 
tios. 

M micht be interesting to note, on the part 

ot those who are given:to looking into the 
ramifications of politics that the West Side 
park which has received the most money and 
presumably the most care is Douglas Park, 
which is in the territory where Congressman 

Lorimer lives. Mr. Lorimer, whose new 
dence fronts on the park, has been for some 
time the dominating influence in the West 
Park system. 

The least favored of all the West Side 
parks, although it is the largest one, has 
been Humboldt Park, and it lies in the coun- 
try where Henry Herts, the enemy of Gov- 
ernor Tanner and Congressman Lorimer, 
holds political sway. | 


Little to Show for the Money. f 
Even in Douglas Park there is nothing to 
Indicate where all the money has gone. Most 
of the lawns are cut up with paths made by 
men, women, and children cutting cross 
lots,“ and the scene around the artesian well 
would not befit a children’s playground. One 
main walk which got out of repair was mend- 
ed by the simple process of dumping a lot of 
travel on it without even spreading. and 
the pedestrians naturally walked around the 
gravel piles and made earth walks on either 
sides of them.

Among ithe city employés who have ac- 
quired a reputation for doing as little as pos- 
sible to earn their salaries, one man came 
to public notice yesterday because he worked 
too much. Chief Clerk Joseph Polatschek 
of the Controller’s office is the man. To add 
to the uniqueness of the case, the head of 
the department, Mr. Kerfoot, failing to per- 
suade Mr. Polatschek to take a rest, sus- 
pended him, thus forcing on the labor-loving 
employé a Vacation. When he is thoroughly 
rested his position will be open to him. H. 
G. Hubbell, a public accountant, who has 
| been investigating the city’s bookkeeping 
system for the Merchants’ club, was put in 
Clerk Polatschek’s place temporarily. 

The duties of the position have required 
night work with great frequency, and have 
demanded Clerk Polatschek’s attendance in 
the office seven days a week for long périods. 
The result has been that people with deal- 
ings in the Controller's office found the clerk 
too fagged to give them the polite considera- 
tion they felt was.due them. A frequent 
complaint to the Controller was that “ Po- 
latschek has nearly taken my head off.” 
The Controller endeavored.to curb the clerk, 
but was unable to secure much improvement. 
He tried to make him take a. vacation to 
get the needed rest to put. him in his normal | 
condition, and could not. Finally, Polat- 
schek endeavored to handle the Controller 
as he handled the. * and was told to 
take ‘month's rest.

Polatschek nas been in the Controller’s 
office for a number of years and recently has 
had to deal with property-owners who want- 
ed rebates on special assessments and who 
could not get them. Since the Controller 
stopped the payment of rebates and refunds 
the clerk’s life has had additional burdens. 
Property-owners who knew that the paving 
of the street in front of their residences had 
cost several thousand dollars less than the 
assessments and that they should receive . 
some money. back, or who knew that they 

had paid money for an improvement which 
was made, held the clerk personally 
responsible for their money.

Say pane Supreme Court Decision 
Affirms Rule Established Here by 
common Practice—All Deny That 
Their Proféssion Is a Quasi-Public 
One, Requiring Them to Answer a 
— Against Convenience or 
Inclination. 


Chicago doctors are in sympathy with the 
decision of the Indiana Supreme Court, which 
ruled on Thursday that a licensed prac- 
ticing physician is not bound to attend any 
patient for whom he is called unless he has 
made a contract for such service. Even the 
fact that he may have served as family 
physician doés not impose the obligation to 
go. The court also ruled that the physician 


i is not Hable for the consequences of his re- 
.fusal to answer calls. 


This view of the Indiana court, the Chi 


physicians say, has been accepted here and 
never questioned. All are emphatic in denial 
that their profession is a quasi-public one, 
and think they are no more required to an- 


swer calls than is the merchant to sell goods 
unless he so desires. They are unanimous in 
their belief that the results of the decision 
will be far reaching in putting a stop to a 
prevalent idea that doctors are public ser- 
vants and must do as the public desires. 
Several European nations have laws re- 
/quiring attendance from tors, and physi- 
cians here säy that the majority of com- 
plaints concerning their refusal to answer 
demands upon their skill come from those of 
foreign birth. In these nations the govern- 
ment pays a physician for answering a call 
| when the patient fails to pay. Local doctors, 
| while approving of such a provision, claim it 
would be bitterly fought, for State pay ts 
| slow in coming. 

It is also held that most patients demand- 
ing sudden aid and not listening to refusals 
| are the bane of the physician's work. 


‘Idea of Public Service. 


ie We resent the idea that we are public 
Servants,” said Dr. G. Frank Lydston, “ and 
can be called into service by whom and 
wherever it is desired. Should there not be 
another physician near at hand, we would 
+ feel that the moral obligation which sur- 
roun our Work would make it necessary 
‘for us to attend, but if we were compelled 
‘to go wherever we were called some one 
miles away might demand our attention and 
put us to a loss and leave our other patients 
without help. The humane element Which 
partially governs us often steps in where 
judgment dictates otherwise, but compulsion 
we resent and will not obey. The ruling of 
the court sems in my judgment correct, 
‘while I do not clearly understand all the in- 
tricacies of that particular case. 


Deny Belonging to the Public. 

ae The court is merely making law what 
‘has been generally understood,“ said Dr. 
E. F. Ingals. “Often a physician is tired out 
after his day's work and in no condition to 
‘handle a case, for a hundred causes may 
prevent his doing what is demanded of him. 
When this is the case it would be unjust. to 
ask him to attend every call that came up. 
Refusals are sometimes considered. as not 
right, but they are certainly not unprofes- 
fional. We dp not belong to the public, no 
matter how necessary we may be. I have 
found from experience that most of the ur- 
gent calls come from those who have no in- 
tention of paying or are total strangers. We 
are all human, and we all desire to do good, 
but we are not at every man’s beck and call.“ 


Doctors in Business. 


| we A physician has a moral force back of 
him, perhaps not so great as that of the min- 
ister, yet great enough to make him answer 
the greater part of the calls, whether they 
are to his wishes or not,“ said Dr. Buell 8.. 
Rogers. Still, as far as I know, no law 
has been framed that makes us attend cases 
when we do not so desire. Emergency calls 
are not generally good calls. We often obey 
them, but a regular practice among those 
we know is what is desired. We are in busi- 
ness, as are merchants, and should not be 
compelled to accept anything that comes 
along unless we are to get compensation for 
it.

Brokers Must Put Up $2,000. _ 
It provides that members of Boards of 
Trade or Stock Exchanges engaged in broker- 
age business, the buying or selling of grain 
and other commodities, stocks or bonds for 
future delivery or upon margins without the 
intention of delivering or receiving the com- 
modity, shall secure from the Secretary of 
State a license to engage in such business.

McCormick Hopi expedition of 1900, occupies 
an entire hall in the museum. The greater 
part ot the pottery was gathered by a Mr. 
Wattron, Sheriff of Navajo County, Ariz., 
who ‘had men excavating for him for more 
than three years. He has held the collection 
at $10,000, but through the efforts of Curator 
G. A. Dotsey of the Field Museum it was 
secured at a smaller figure. Hes 

The pottery, which contains 3,000 pieces 
of all shapes and sizes, was taken from a 
series of ruins extending from Sikatki, an 
ancient Hopi ruin, to Howikuh, a prehistoric 
Zuni ruin in New Mexico. The vessels are 
found for the most part in ancient graves, 
and their age can only be conjectured. It 
is certain, however; that.they were made 
more thap 600 years ago by the ancestors of 
the present Moki Indians. 
Among the many hundreds of pieces are 
some which the scientists regard as extreme- 
ly rare and valuable. One of these is a 
bowl-shaped vessel, decorated with green 
paint and highly glazed. As it is estimated 
that a temperature of more than a thou- 
sand degrees would be necessary to produce 
such glazing the investigators are at a loss 
to know how the Indians found means to 
accomplish the task.

PARIS, April 6.—The object lessons fur- 
pished by the strikes, which since the close 
of the exhibition have been so general 
throughout France, are beginning to take 
effect. Calculations have been made show- 
ing that the Calais strike caused a loss of at 
ast $1,000,000 to local industry, besides 
$2,000,000 loss in workmen's wages. The 
Marseilles strikes, which have not yet termi- 
nated, although 70 per cent of the strikers 
resumed work yesterday, have inflicted such 
a terrible blow to the commercial prosperity 
_of Marseilles that that city can scarcely hope 
to ever recover its lost position. The loss to 
‘trade at Marseilles is estimated at $8,000,000 
| for each week during the strike, and the sales 
in retail business diminished 60 per cent. 
| There are indications on all sides of an 
increased withdrawal of capital from French 
undertakings, and shopkeepers in Paris and 
élsewhere have the greatest difficulty in 
meeting their engagements and in paying 
their rents, their situation being worse than 
gt any time since the siege of Paris.

LONDON, April 6.—High politics, which 
has disturbed the serenity of nations 80 
long that the subject has become utterly de- 
tested by the common people, still prevents 
the normal development of individual and 
national interests. War over far Eastern 
affairs seems not quite so imminent now as 
it did a few days ago, and for the moment at- 
tention is particularly devoted to changes in 
politics and commercial relationships which 
are threatened by the approaching expira- 
tion of the triple alliance treaties. | 

It may be taken for granted, despite denials 
on all sides, that Italy will not only refuse to 
submit to the deprivation of her commercial! 
privileges threatened by Austria, but will 
insist on bearing a much easier share of the 
burdens that are imposed on her under the 
present agreement before she consents to a 
renewal of the triple alliance. Her ostenta- 
tious friendliness for France, which will be 
extravagantly demonstrated at Toulon next 
week, is not a mere bluff; it requires no gift 
of prophecy to say her relations with France 
will not only be closer commercially sags 
after but politically as well. 


| Papal Influence of No Avail. |

No Threat Made hy Japan. 
It is not right, so Baron Hayashi, the Jap- 
anese Minister to Great Britain, said today, 
to announce that Japan notified China that 
the government of the Mikado would support 
her in resisting Russia’s demands. It was 
not necessary, he said, to proceed to that 
drastic extremity in order to convince Rus- 
sia that the protests against her duplicity 
and high-~handedness were something more 
than a bluff. It was upon the remonstrances 
of the Czar’s ally and the conviction that she 
really had overstepped the limits of endur- 
ance that led Russia at iast to withdraw 
temporarily her demands. 


Submarine Boat to Reach Pole. : 

At a recent meeting of the Vienna Geo- 
graphical society Herr Kamp outlined his 
plam to reach the north pole by a submarine 
boat now building at Wilhelmshaven. The 
submarine boat will be ellipsoid in form, 
with a major axis of seventy feet, a breadth 
of twenty-six feet, and a displacement of 800 
tons. The boat holds sufficient air to last 
five persons fifteen hours, the carbonic acid 
gas being removed by a combination with 
caustic soda. The boat will have both hori- 
zontal and vertical screws, the latter for 
raising and depressing the vessel. The mo- 
tive power will be petroleum, of which 150 
tons will be carried. This amount is calcu- 
lated to be more than five times what is nec- 
essary for a round trip from Spitzbergen to 
the pole. 

In the fifteen hours during which the boat 
will be able to be submerged without coming 
to the surface it can cover fifty miles. It will 
be submerged at the edge of the band of ice 
surrounding Spitzbergen and will be steered 
towards the nearest open water to the north. 
Herr Kampe does not think that the ice 
pack is of a greater depth than twenty feet, 
and the boat can descend 160 feet. If after 
six hours no opening in the ice can be discov- 
ered the boat will return to the last opening, 
but if the pack is thin attempte will be 
made to blast and open it. Kampe does not 
think that the ice pack continues unbroken

Wages of British Workers Cut. 

The signs that this country has reached 
the end of a series of fat years of industrial 
prosperity have alarmed the trade unionists. 
This week the miners of the Northumber- 
land district had to submit to a reduction in 
their wages of 21 per cent, and at Cleveland 
the iron workers agreed ta a reduction of 
13% per cent. 
These startling figures surprise no one who 
has watched the signs of the times for the 
last six months. Until recently the number 
of unemployed trade unionists averaged only 
2.5 per cent. Last November the number 
of unemployed increased to 3.2 per cent, and 
the February returns show that 3.9 per cent 
were out-of work. The changes in rates of 
wages are even more striking. In Novem- 
ber 137,738 men obtained: increases, while 
11,086 had to accept reductions in their 
wages. In January the increases dropped to 
8,061, and the decreases rose to 51,631. In 
February there were 8,342 advances, aver- 
aging 1s 5d per week, and 211,861 decreases, 
averaging 2s 24 per week. In those trades 
where automatic arrangements exist, regu- 
lating fluctuations or prices and wages, men 
have learned to grin and bear bad times the 
same as the Northumberland miners and the 
Cleveland iron workers. |

James M. Barr, Third Vice President of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe railroad, con- 
firms the report that he has been appointed 
First Vice President and General Manager 
of the Seaboard Airline.

‘Before the Judiciary committee of the 
Wisconsin Legislature at Madison, Wis., 
George N. Wiswell, representing the Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul, has been urging the 
passage of a bill amending the law by which 
@ railroad in order, to increase its capital 


stock, to make improvements or acquire

Mr. Wiswell further states that J. J. Hill 
had control of one-sixth of the stock of the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, which was enough 
to prevent action authorizing the raising of 
funds for improvements and necessary ex- 
tensions. The Milwaukee and St. Paul, he 
says, is desirous of increasing its stock and 
extending its line into the Western country 
so as to be able to compete on even terms 
with the Hill roads. 

Mr. Hill is said to be strongly opposed to 
this plan, and is doing all he can to block it.

- There were fourteen named on the card to 


start, but Rosy Cross, Fernmeadow, and Ice 
Water were withdrawn. The race was con- 
ceded to be an open one, and Drummond 
was a mild favorite at 7 to 2. It was known 
among the horsemen that the Talbot filly 
had worked faster than anything in the 
race, and the training contingent placed its 
wagers on her. Will Wallace, her trainer, 


and his friend made a small-sized killing

Loftus’ men have discovered, during their 


battles with the university team, that the 
rules are not practical. The batters have 


been “in the hole almost every time they 
faced the pitchers on account of fouls being 
called strikes, and the number of strike-outs 
on both sides has been remarkable, even con- 
sidering that the men have not yet got their 
batting eyes. The rule will cause a howl 
from the bleacherites many an afternoon this 
summer, for the bleachers never forgive a 
man who strikes out in a tight place, and 
there will be many who will strike out on 
account of fouls. : 

Now, the rule, while it will hurt the Chicago 
team, will hurt others worse, and relatively 
Denefit the remnants. Men like Thomas, 
Slagle, Hamilton, and that class, who have 
been so extremely successful as batters mere- 
ly because of their ability to foul off the ball, 
will be sadly hampered until they change 
their methods of batting. These men and 
many others in the National league could foul 
off the ball almost at will until they got the 
pitcher in the hole.“ Then they would hit 
a straight ball over the plate, and their 
chances of their making hits were double. 
These men were the ones the rule was in- 
tended to hit, and it hits them hard. It hits 
another class, the nervous men, who cannot 
“take a strike.’’ There are some players 
who, when a strike is called, grow nervous 
and swing at everything that comes near the 
plate. These men will have a hard road to 
travel this season, as two fouls will be prac- 


his base when hit is also going to give the 
pitcher an additional advantage over bat- 
ters, The timid men will be driven away 
from the plate and will be afraid to stand up. 
Many a close game will be won simply by 
hitting batters. The rule was made to pre- 
vent men like McGraw, McGann, Jennings, 
and such fellows from getting hit on pur- 
pose. It effectually stops their game. 

As a matter of fact, neither rule was need- | 
ed. The old rules were—as the American 
league magnates declare they were—good 
enough. The remedy lay with the umpires, 
and their lack of backbone permitted con- 
stant violation of both rules. The National 
league never backed up umpires, and the 
umpires lacked the courage to force the 
league to back them up. There is no doubt 
the league would have furnished support to 
the umpires if the umpires had taken a de- 
cided stand, but it is also probable the um- 
pire who took that stand would have been 
fired within a fortnight after he had re- 
ceived the official support of the league. 


Instead of facing the situation squarely 
the National league, deciding it was easier 
to make rules than to rely on the courage 
of its umpires, framed these rules and others

BY SO MANY PLAYERS. 
Public Is Disposed to Class All Men 
Alike Who Are Said to Go from One 
League to Another—National League 
Is Violating New Rule Regarding 
Confining Teams to Sixteen Men- 
Chicago Club’s Treatment of Its Men 
rasted with Boston’s. 


The National league has started out in 
earnest to wage its war of extermination 
against the American league, and by con- 
certed action it is intended, according to the 
announcement of Ned Hanlon, to get away 
as many as possible of the young league's 

No methods are to be passed up which 
will accomplish this end. The magnates are 
frank About it. They argue it is no worse 
from their standpoint to bribe a player by 
higher salaries to jump a contract than to 
bribe him to jump an option. If the con- 
tract which the players signed last year 
with the option clause in force was not a 
valid contract, then no baseball contract 
is valid, they say. | 

And to the great American public which 
makes the game it is really splitting hairs 
to determine the difference. The average 
fan knows little and cares less about the 
question of honor involved, whether a player 
jumps the option clause or the contract 
They see a player credited to one club one 
day and the next read that he has signed 
with another. To the public all players who 
change from one rival league to the other 
will be in the same class practically. And 
each jump the player makes will hurt both 
the player and the game. 

It would be a good thing for the sport if 


option clause and all, is valid. That is the 


ing. But that is not likely. It is prac- 
tically admitted by both sides of the con- 
troversy that the option clause, taken by 
itself, is legal, but in connection with the 
inequitable contract it cannot be enforced 
by process of injunction the courts. 
In order, therefore, to destroy the option 
clause, the American league will 
pelled to take the whole contract into the 
courts d have that declared illegal. In 
this way it will give the National league an 
opening to tempt players to break all con- 
tracts. 
There can be no end to it all until the rivals 
have founght it out to a finish and are ready 
to agree on some sort of a compromise. Until 
then contract jumping will go on unchecked, 
save by ‘the purses of the competing leagues 
and the American, if it adheres to its present 
policy of letting alone the players who have 
actually signed contracts, will find itself left 
with only the few desirable players who have 
conscience and honor enough to stick to their 


contracts in spite of all temptations. How 
few su palyers there are the American 
league ip just beginning to find out..

There js another limit outside their pocket- 
books which the National league must ob- 
serve, unless it goes back on one of its newly 
made laws.

did not begrudge the young fellows large measures of wodka; indeed, it 
would have been too cruel to commit them in a sober state to a system.

Here 10 another pen picture drawn ates the Czar after the report of an army 
surgeon: 

‘Day and night we heard the whizzing of bullets in the barracks at 
Sebastopol, but our brave sisters of charity paid no attention whatever to 
those messengers of death and continued in their duties undisturbed. Oneday 
in August a bomb exploded on the roof over us, went down through the 
floors, and landed between two beds, where I was in attendance. From the 
floor above the shell had torn a heavy beam, which it brought down with ter- 
rible force on the bodies of the patients, killing four outright. Parts of their 
limbs were strewn all over the room. 

„Another cannon ball entered the cellars, where the women and children 
had taken refuge. When I went there I found three youngsters and the wife 
of a sublieutenant dead. I cannot describe the feelings that took possession 
of my soul at these scenes. Presently we received orders to rescue our sick 
and wounded from certain death by transferring them to Fort Pawlowsky. 
Those able to walk or crawl had to go by themselves, as best they could. Men 
deprived of the use of their limbs were transported in litters. Our route lay 
over a steep hill made slippery by the rain. Though in full possession of my 
strength, I made the ascent only under great difficulties. Think, then, of 
the exertions of the wounded and sick, tormented by pain, chased by bullets 
without number that fell as thick as hall. After the fort was reached we 
found the hospital stripped of ac commodations. So all able to walk had to re- 
trace their steps to bring up the beds and mattresses left behind. The day 
after 1 was stricken with typhus and passed six weeks in bed.” ALEXANDER, |

Marquise de Fontenoy Letter.

LL Germany may be said to have 
taken a sympathetic part in the re- 
cent rejoicings in connection with the 
eightieth birthday of Luitpold, Re- 
gent of Bavaria. For there is n 
German Prince now living who has played 


a more important role in the history of Ger- 


many and, indeed, of central Europe 
throughout the last fifty years or more. : 

It is perfectly true that he has never been 
proclaimed as King; but he has virtually 
ruled the Kingdom of Bavaria for more than 
half a century, and the German people in 
celebrating his eightieth birthday felt that 
they were likewise to a great extent cele- 
brating the golden jubilee of what may be 
described as an uncrowned reign. ö 

During the lifetime of his father, King 


ouls I., who forfeited his throne for the 


sake of Lola Montez, Prince Luitpold was 
to a great extent intrusted with the execu- 
tive duties of royalty, the entire time and at- 
tention of his more or less mentally unbal- 
anced father being monopolized by the cele- 
brated adventuress, with whom he had be- 
come infatuated and who was the cause of 
the revolution of 1848. 
Maximilian II., who then succeeded to the 
crown, was in such a chronic state of ill 
health that he surrendered most of his re- 
sponsibilities as a monarch into the hands 
of his younger brother, Luitpold. 
The late King Louis II., who came to the 
throne at the death of his father, Maxi- 
milian, although in magnificent physical 
health, was throughout his reign so eccemt- 
tric that the insanity and mysterious tragedy 
which brought his rule to a close in 1886 


seemed a fitting and appropriate conclusion , 


to a career that reads like that of the King 
in some fairy tale.- Passionately devoted to 
music, giving all his time and attention to the 
construction of wonderful palaces and to 
the revival of scenes of the heroic and myth- 
ical ages, he had no leisure for his duties 
as a sovereign, and this, coupled with his 
almost insane horror of being seen by any 
one, no matter whether strangers or sub- 
jects, relatives, or friends, resulted in his 
leaving the task of governing the kingdom 
and of representing the Bavarian monarchy 
to his uncle, Luitpold. 
It was, however, only on the death of King 
Louis in 1886 that Prince Luitpold was offi- 
Gally invested with the title and status of 
regent, this being rendered necessary by the 
fact that his nephew, Otto, the new King, 
was afflicted with incurable insanity of a 
character to render it indispensable that he 
should be kept under the most severe re- 
straint. | 
During the fifteen years which have elapsed 
since then Luitpold has been repeatedly 
urged, alike by his subjects and by the varl- 
ous rulers of the sovereign states comprised 
in the federation known as the German Em- 
pire, to assume the title of King of Bavaria. 
But he has invariably refused, taking the 
ground that it would add neither to his power 
nor to his prestige, while it could not fail io 
impair in the eyes of the masses that respect 
for the principle of legitimacy and of right 
divine which is the basis of the monarchical 
system in the old world. E 
And he has been wise in acting thus. For 
whereas, at the time of the death of his 
nephew, King Louis, there was a disposition 
on the part of the masses in Bavaria to regard 
him with ill-will as an instrument of Prussia, 
and as having played the latter’s game in 
giving his sanction to the sensational meas- 
ures which preceded the tragedy of the Star- 
enberg Lake—some even going so far as to 
declare that Luitpold was personally respon- 


sible for his hephew’s death, and that the 


latter had been instigated by Prince Bis- 
marck—he is today the most popular Prince 
in Germany, and likewise the most respected. 
Fifteen years ago his pictures, statues, and 
busts everywhere were mutilated, defaced, 
and covered with mud and offal, when not 
actually destroyed. On the occasion of his 
jubilee the other day they were decorated 
with flowers and greenery, people of every 
class uniting in their endeavors to do honor 
to this patriarch of that illustrious house of 
Wittelsbach, which for more than 700 years 
has occupied the throne of Bavaria withou 
a single break in the male line direct. 
It is difficult to realize all that this sturdy 
and still vigorous old Prince has witnessed, 
and all the important events in which he has 
taken part, during his leng and busy career 
since in 1435 he commenced his active service 
in the army as Captain of artillery. As 
stated above, he figured prominently in the 
Lola Montez episode, and sought by every 
means in his power to induce his father to 
disentangle himself from the toils of the 
adventuress. He was by the side of his 
brother Otho at Athens at the time when the 
revolution broke out there, and may be said 
to have contributed by his courage and by his 
cetermination to the preservation of the life 
of that now well-nigh forgotten King of 
Greece. 18 


In the war of 1866 he assumed the command : 


of the Bavarian troops after the death of 
General von Zoller, and offered a most gal- 
jant resistance to the Prussians in the disas- 
trous battle of Helmstadt, during the course 
of which his eldest son, Prince Louis, was 
carried away before his eyes, dangerously 
and it was believed at the time fatally wound- 
ed. Prince Luitpold had every reason to fear 
that his heir, to whom he was devoted, Was 
&bout to breathe his last. Yet he realiged 
that his first duty was to the army under his 
command, and to the cause which he was en- 
gaged in defending, that a commander could 
not leave his post even for an instant in the 
hour of danger, to give way to private grief, 
or to give expression to sentiments of pater- 
nal alfection. So he merely contented him- 
self with pressing his son's hand, and then 
set to work to continue to direct the opera- 
tions of the troops under his command. 
Four years later Luétpold was once more 
on the battlefield, this time not against the 
Prussians but with them, taking part in the 


ee of France. He was decorated with 
the fi 


rst class of the Iron Cross for his splen- 
did gallantry under fire at Villepion, and on 
Jan. 18, 1871, was selected by the various 
rulers of the Sovereign States of Germany 
to tender the crown and title of German 
Emperor to his boyhood friend and kinsman, 
King William of Prussia, in the palace of 
Versailles. Indeed, no one took a more 
active part in securing the consent of the 
various German rulers to the assumption of 
the imperial dignity by King William than 
did Prince Luitpold of Bavaria, and it is no 
exaggeration to assert that the present 
Kaiser, his father, and grandfather, owe, 
not_only a deep debt of gratitude, but like- 
wise their imperial crown to Prince Luitpold.

The movement origindted with no less a 
personage than her Excellency Lady Aber- 
deen, when occupying Government House, 
during the Earl of Aberdeen’s term as Gov- 
ernor General of Canada.

Two years ago no man- 
ager of a first-class company gave 
a mement’s thought to the idea of 
i taking his organization to the 
Pacific coast. San Francisco then was as 
completely cut off from the amusement world 
as if it had been a city built upon an island 
in the sea. This season a large portion of the 
prominent players either have crossed the 
continent or have laid plans to do so in the 
next few months. 

The reason for the universal change in 
policy probably lies in two causes. The first 
and most important is that prosperity again 
has taken up its abode in the empire beyond 
the mountains. It has dwelt there for the 
entire two years, but traveled theatrical men 
say that money is not spent readily for 
amusements until good times have been in- 
trenched long enough to drive away the mem- 
ries of bad times. So it is in the last twelve 
months only that the theaters have been, 
reaping their deferred harvest. The second | 
Cause is the knowledge acquired by players 
and managers that the transcontinental! trip 
is less expensive than it used to be and more 
comfortable. The discovery that Salt Lake 


City tis a good stopping off place for one or 


two nights also has tended to increase the 
bulk of travel, while the financial fertility of 
the Northwest as a territory through which 
to return eastward likewise has had its ap- 
peal. It is possible, too, that the clamor San

By all the rights of climate San Francisco 


ought to be the- summer Mecca of the the- 
atrical guild.

Eolides ; and the Ball-Scene from Berlioz’s 
Romeo and Juliet symphony.

But justice 
court marriages are exceeding- 

ly numerous in Chicago. An av- 


is maintained by most of them; in certain 
district the rate is much higher. And the 
people who are married by justices of the 
peace, married in the justice courts them- 
sélves into the bargain, are drawn from every 


possible grade and rank of society. 


The poorest people, perhaps, head the lists 
of those who select a justice court as the 
scene of their wedding ceremony. The low 
figurp which may be made to cover the entire 
cost of the affair is irresistibly attractive to 
many light-pursed or low-salaried men. The 
runaway couple find the justice court at- 
tractive also, perhaps because the chances 
of being discovered are exceedingly small. 
To the prospective bridegroom who trembles 
before the idea of being scrutinized, as a sort 
of show, by every feminine eye which can 


church or home wedding be chosen, the idea 
of an utterly unceremonious and simple wed- 
ding ceremony performed by a justice of the 
peace is not without its attractions also. 
Non-religious people, with no particular 
church ties or affiliations of any kind, as well 
as people of decidedly anti-religious or athe- 
istic tendencies, seek the aid of a justice of 
the peace in the natural order of events; 
socialistic and ultra-democratic thinkers 
often feel that such a wedding ceremony is 
most fitting. Men and women witha grudge

SIMPLE CEREMONIES. 
There is nothing, perhaps, which can £0 
quickly and effectually “ clog the wheels of 
the law in 4 Chicago justice court as can 
the “appearance. of a wedding party. No 
sooner does the leader of such a party appear 
at the Meat u the grimy stairway, which 
usually leads to a justice court,.or push open 
the grimier door of the justice dispensary, 
than the progpect of a wedding is detected 
and preparations made accordingly. But the 
preparations, like the ceremony which follow, 
are as simple and unpretentious as can well 
The marriage licensé duly produced and 
inspected, the couple are instructed to stand 
up befere the justice, sometimes in open 
court, more often in the little semi-private 
room usually attached to the court for the 


use of witnesses or private visitors of the 


Justice, and so on. The justice looks serious 
and loges no time. In three minutes or less 
from the moment when they stood up before 
him he pronounces the two made one. With 


a hasty word of congratulation he pockets 


his fee, wishes the newly married couple 


well, shakes hands with them heartily. ard 


is back. upon his bench. Long before the 
happy pair have reached the street again he 
is deep in the case which was probably inter- 
rupted in order that the wedding ceremony 
might be performed. All this, however, in 
regard to the usual justice court wedding. 
Once a.week, perhaps, or a little oftener, 
come wedding parties which seem to demand 
a slightly more elaborate ceremonial. For 
these the rite of uniting them is lengthened 
a ligtle, and the justice, if at all well read or 
scholarly, winds up with a well known quota- 
tion from some great author or a few words 
of personal advice, by way of benediction. 


PREFERRED BY ELOPERS. 

The appearance and attire of the justice 
court couples range all the way from the 
ragged, dingy, poverty-stricken man and 
woman, who are recklessly anxious to make 
the best of poor circumstances together, to 
the equally poor but exquisitely clean youth 
and maiden, whose mental attitude is simi- 
lar; the gaudily attired but dreary-faced in- 
dividuals for whom the justice court cere- 
mony is typical of the frayed edge of social 
réspectability on which they are hovering. 
the social outcasts who are yet anxious that 
a regulation wedding ceremony be per- 
formed, and the well-dressed, guilty-looking, 
excited girl and boy who have run away to 
be married. 

Sometimes the loving pair appear all alone 
‘and the justice calls in a couple of strangers 


as witnesses. Sometimes the immediate fam- 


ily and friends make an affectionate bustle 
about them. Sometimes an elaborate wed- 
ding procession, flower girls, bridemaids, 
best man, and all, excite the _ courtroom 
habitués temporarily. In such case how- 
ever, the servi of the justice have usually 
been secured beforehand, while, as a rule, the 
wedding party, small or large, appears quite 
unannounced and unexpectedly, taking 
chances on finding that particular justice in 
court, deferring the wedding, or going else- 
where if he is not. But the one bit of senti- 
ment or custom to whieh even the poorest 
lovers hold fast if they can is that which 


proclaims a wedding ring desirable. 


INSIST UPON A RING. 1 
Flowers, wedding veils, and such like the 
women get along without easily, to judge 


from appearances, says a Chicago justice 


who had been performing from three to five 
wedding ceremonies every week for a number 
of years, but a ring they must have, it 
would seem. The ring really seems to make 
the wedding for a great number of them: 
without it, as they often say, they wouldn't 
feel as if they were married at all.“ 3 


People of almost every known nationality. 


and kind get married in the justice courts of 
Chicago every year. One Chicago justice 
tells an interesting story of a wedding cere- 
mony which he performed in the midst of 
silence so deep and gloomy that the affair 
might more naturally have been a funeral 
than a wedding. When the young bride- 
groom appeared, nearly a week later, to pay 
his fee the justice gently inquired as to the 
reason for the gloomy faces, solemn glances, 
and funereal aspect of the attendant circie 
of friends. The explanation given was that, 
while the young man and his bride rejoiced 
greatly at being married, their respective 
families were Seventh Day Adventists, who, 
rejoicing over the death of a fellow human 
being,, thought it more wise and seemly to 
mourn over a wedding. 

A wedding party was transplanted from 
Chicago justice court to the stage of a neigh- 
boring theater not long ago, and the wedding 
ceremony performed there, with fmpressive 
rites and wording, before a packed house. 
The theater in question had advertised that 
a real and actual wedding would take place 
between the supposed lovers in the marriage

This woman, who had been housekeeper 
for the man who was married, procured him 
a second wife under promise of a good fee 
if she could and would introduce him to any 
girl with money enough to pay the mort- 
gage on his house, who should afterward 
consent to marry him. The woman who was 
married had promised the former house- 
keeper a similar fee if she would introduce 
her to any man with property, whom she 
should afterward marry. Once married, 
however, both parties refused to pay her

Mr. Partridge set out to determine two 
things—first, the cause and nature of the 
intoxication impulse, and second, the actual 
effect of small doses of alcohol upon the 
ability to perform muscular and mental 


ination of sixty-five cases of inebriety, most 
of his subjects being confirmed drunkards, | 
and now declares he does not believe that 


men drink to excess and become drunkards 


because of a conscious craving for alcohol. 
From the data obtained from the cases ne 
investigated Mr. Partridge enumerates’ 
what he considers to be the motives Which 
lead to intoxication. He decided that the 
desire to heighten the social feeling is prob- 
ably the most prominent cause of drinking.

The use 
of fermented drinks probably originated in 
this way and the use of beverages probably, 


came at a later stage. A careful 


tion of anthropological literature leads to 
the conclusion that taste was not much con- 
cerned at first. On the whole, primitive man 
is not a steady nor an habitual drinker. He 
drinks alcohol occasionally to secure intoxi- 
cation, his drinking is likely to be periodic, 
and in general itis characterized by great ex- 
cesses and uncontrolled excitement. be 


BEGIN AS STIMULANTS. | . 


The drugs which are commonly used fo 
intoxicating purposes are all stimulant nar- 
cotics; that is to say, when taken in small 
doses or as an initial effect of large doses 
they stimulate the nerve cells. It is true 
of most if not all of these drugs that they 
produce at first a stage of increased excita- 
bility followed by a stage of lessened ex- 
citability. The mental effects are analogous, 
a stage of exaltation being followed by a 


of intoxication is due in part to the widened 
range of emottonal tone; the normal limite 
of both pain and pleasure are passed; the 
feeling of personal safety 
is largely increased. 

The increased social feeling evidently de- 
pends upon these changes, for the important

HELPS, THEN HINDERS. 
After a long series of experimental investi- 


gation of the effects of small doses of alco- 
hol, Mr. Partridge believes he has proved 
the truth of his theory that alcoholic drugs 


followed by a stage of lessened excitability. 
Extended tests of the power of doing muscu- 
lar work as recorded upon the ergogtaph 
showed that with one subject sixty grams of 
33 1-3 per cent alcohol, taken just before 
work began, decidedly decreased the working 
power; with the writer himself, forty-five 
grams produced “a slight but steadily pro- 
gressive stimulating effect.“ Ninety grams 
also failed to effect the writer's total amount 
of work in the hour, but the curves showed 
“an increase in the amount of work done 
during the first half hour on the alcohol 
days, and a decrease during the second half 
hour. The effect of ninety grams upon the 
work done during the second hgur after the 
alcohol was taken was to decrease the 
amount, which was less for each period dur- 
ing the hour.” In tests of mental processes 
ninety gtams of alcohol were found to pro- 
duce in arithmetical addition (mainly an as- 


‘sociate process), a slight quickening which 


lasts nearly to the end of the second hour, 
and in reading and writing, which involve

GENERAL SATISFACTION OVER 
THE STATE OF REVENUE BILL. 


Real Estate Board to Send a Large 
Delegation to Springfield on Tues- 
@ay—Passage of the Measure Ex- 
pected—Granada Hotel Sold for 
$110,000—Bradner ,Smith & Co. Buy 
on Monroe Street — Robbins Estate 
Sells Stock-Yards Holdings. 


The passage of the 5 per cent limitation 
clause with the rest of the revenue bill by 
the State Senate last week has been a mat- 
ter for general congratulation in real estate 
circles during the week. The committee of 
the Real Estate Board expect to bring a large 
and influential delegation to Springfield on 
Tuesday, when the measure comes up for 
consideration in the House. The committee 
are confident that the bill will pass the House, 
aithough on account of its greater size it 
may take longer to secure the necessary 
votes, Many of the country members are 
inclined to fear that with the 5 per cent 
limit it may not be possible to raise sufficient 
revenue. 

There were only two or three interesting 
transfers during the week. The Grenada 
apartment house at the southwest corner of 
Ohio and Rush streets, together with furni- 
ture and fxtures, was sold at auction in the 
Real Bstate Board rooms to Augusta Leh- 
mann for $110;000.

HR. London Natural History Museum 
is exulting over the acquisition of a 
pair of whale-headed storks. The 
only birds of this species that were 
ever held in captivity were two that 
Were brought to the London Zodlogical Gar- 
Gens in 1859. Yet these birds are by no 
Means rare, frequently being seen in the 
SWampy districts of the Upper Nile and the 
lie River. 

One of the birds recently arrived at the 
Natural History Museum came from the 
country around the Zarab River, beyond 
Khartum, and the other from the Victor 
Nyanza. In a wild state the whale-headed 
Stork often assembles in companies of a 
hundred together in the marshes. 

Animal lovers in Chicago are anxious to 
secure some speciments of the whale-headed 
Stork for the Lincoln Park zodlogical gar- 
den. They think that the hale-headed 
stork ought to do well in Lincdin Park, for 

the pen into which it was being kept as a 
Stork rotted away then the whale part of 
~ bird could assert itself and it could sport 
n the waters ters of the lake.

and heart.

DETAILS OF COST. 


In several of the big Episcopal churches in 
Chicago an Easter service costing $500 is 
comparatively easy. The orchestra, two or 


three soloists, and some special music makes 


the expenditure extremely easy. Itemized 
the figures will read :

Compared with this it is pretty hard to 


arrange an Easter program of any preten- 


tions for less than $30. For a choir of thirty 
voices, with some paid members, a paid 
organist, and a paid chorister, the music 
sheets will cost $20 and the time of leaders 
and choir will easily add another. $10 to 
the, cost. Scores of churches will go to 
Atta expense for music, simply depend- 
ing upon their choirs and congregations to 
render appropriate selections from the 


hymnal. This brings the average tor all the 
churches down to $30 or less. 

In many of the larger and ne 
churches, especially of the Catholic and 
Episcopal denominations, there is a desire 
always to render new music for the Easter 
service. Comparatively little of this is writ- 


ten for ‘the especial rendition, but often . 


an anthem or Te Deum or processional is 
rendered for the first time in a Chicago 
‘church. Where this is done the cost of the 
music sheets may be a considerable item. A 
church that could afford this would have an 
orchestra of considerable size and the or- 
chestration of the music alone. would: not 
be much below $1.50 for each instrument. 

In addition to this cash outlay comes 
the cost of time, patience, and perseverance 
in practice of a new * perhaps Uifficult 
plece of music. 


SIX WEEKS’ PRACTICE. 

Few choirmasters, even with a 
choir, would risk rendering an Easter pro- 
gram without at least six weeks’ practice, 
and two or three rehearsals in each week. 
Each of these meetings demands at least two 
hours of exacting time from organist, choir- 
master, and choir, and in the total cost of the 
Easter music for Chicago this physical wear 
and nervous strain are by far the largest 
items in the nal bill. 

In the item of cash cost for Easter music 
the annual cost of the choir is figured into 
the bill in due proportion. In some of the 


wealthy churches this cost is one of the 


big items of a year's expenditures. An or- 
ganist may get $2,000 to §2.500a year. The 
choirmaster may get $2,500 or more, The 
services-of an.ordinary soloist command $10 


to $15 a Sunday. A choir of fifty members 


may be paid in part, but in the cases of most 
adult members their services are free. Many 
choirs, however, hold out inducements to 
the child-members; paying them for each 
time they arein attendance at rehearsals or 
at service. The scale run? three cents. our 


dente, and five cents to each member tor 
each attendance, ahd any member who is 
absent without excuse;is docked. 

To the choirmaster the Easter music pro- 


gram is a nightmare of intricacies and trials. 


in addition to the regular choir work.

BEGIN AT EARLY-AGE. . 
Generally, the training of a ehotr boy be- 


‘gins as if he were to be thoroughly educated 
in music. He must have a basis of knowledge 


of the art. As he develops, it he shows 
marked talents, he may be sligléd out and 
given special instruction by the choirmaster, 
Children as young as.6 years often are put 
in training. As a rule, however, a boy is 
not wholly dependable until he is. 9-years 
old and can read English. Most boys are 
out of service by the time they are 18, and 
the age at which their voices are most nexi- 
ble and musical is 13 years. 

To get all out of a choir that is posaible,; it 
nt be educated to appreciate tone effects, 
Aside from the technical points of the music 
page, a child must be trained to regard his 
own voice as only a part of the whole, and 
to keep it in concord with the general volume 
in every way. To do this in the case of the 
younger children requires patience and tact 
in a choirmaster. He cannot lose his tem 
per. He must know the disobediences to be 
overlooked and the disobediences to be pun< 
ished. Above all, with his limited powers ef 
reward and punishment, he must be firm In 
‘whatever ground he takes and impartial in 
the execution of his mandates, 


In the opinion of a well-known cholrmas· : 


ter, the choir voice is ruined only by keep- 
ing a boy too long at soprano or at alta, 
He holds that when a boy cannot reach 8 
high note easily he Ought not to be asked to 
reach it. The natural thing is to shift him 
to the alto part of the score. When the high 
notes in the alto are difficult, he holds that 
the boy should ‘drop music until his voice has 
been permanently fixed. Then he may go 
on with bass or baritone with no injury. 

One of the troubles of the choirmasteér in 
these earlier stages of the boy-volce is te 
keep the voice in trim. An hour at exciting 


baseball, or football, or at college yelling 


will rasp a .boy’s voice in most trying 
fashion to a choirmaster.

Friedrich Froebel and his garden of chil- 
dren *’ are inseparably connected in the pub- 
lic mind with his coined word, kinder- 
garten.“ Pestalozzl and Oberlin had plan- 
ned “day asylums for children, no less 
than for the relief of tired mothers of the 
last century. But it was Froebel .who in 
1840 developed the play school. He held 
that the teacher in his child's garden had a 
mission that was not to be taken by even 
an ideal mother in an ideal home. 

It often has been remarked that Froebel 


| was especially fortunate in his choice of a 


name for his school. When he had fixed 
upon it the story is that he shouted his sat- 
isfaction, and judged by the manner in 
which the name kindergarten has been 
adopted in all languages the world has 
shared in.a measure his enthusiasm. 
Froebel’s philosophy of the kindergarten 
was based on the universal restlessness of 
children. The delight in mere limb move- 
ments he found to be supplemented by an 
overweening curiosity. 
of the hands in making and altering things, 
in molding clay, in drawing, and imitating 
surroundings was played upon by him. 
Above all he saw the need of companionship 
for children before the age when they were 
capable of mixing with other children and 


Especially, the use 


. caring for themselves. 


All these things were anticipated in the 
kindergarten, and in its evolution some of 
the best minds in the world of education 
have been brought to bear on the ee 
of the idea. | 

It has had its battles to fight and its op- 
ponents to overcome. It was sneered at in 
‘the beginning. It was laughed at later. To 
day, in various places, it is questioned when- 
ever an apparent deficit is approached in a 
school fund. But more widely every year 
the kindergarten’s hold increases. Jt-is now 
admitted even by the few opponents that it 
iS here to stay. 

The first kindergarten was established in 
1840 in Blankenburg, but after eight years of

N Chicago the kindergarten addition 
to the public school system has had 
ite full share of opposition. In a 
city that has been growing at Chi- 
cago's rate the question of room for 
children in the school buiidings and 
the still more embarrassing question 
of funds ha ve inspired much 


of this oppogition to kindergartens. They 
have done here: They have been ham- 
pered by the fact that children in primary 


and grammar grades are out of school for 


lack of room in the buildings. 

But it has been done. Of the dinty-deven 
schools where kindergartens are conducted 
in Chicago thirty-five have been added to the 
list in the last four years. Four years ago, 
too, there was a wave of protest. in certain 


quarters against the expenditures for kinder- 


garten work, but in — l it was in- 
effectual. 

At the present time the enrollment of chil- 
dren in these eighty-seven schools is a little 


more than 4,000, with two teachers to each of 
‘ the schools. 


One of these is a director and 
the other an assistant, and the attendance 
in each school runs from fifty to seventy 
pupils. The lower age limit for admittance 
is 5 years, with no fixed age at which a child 
Shall leave the kindergarten and N * 
primary department. 


That the kindergarten system in the tithe | 


schools is popular has been conceded in the 
attendance... Some difficulty has been found 
in many schools to enforce the minimum age 
qualification against the little ones. Children 
scarcely more than babes in arms have been 
brought to the schools for training, and 
where circumstances have been favorable to 
the parents’ showing. many ot these have 
been admitted. 

No quarters have been especially built for 
the accommodation of these small learners. 


Wherever it has been possible, the rooms at 
the southeast corners of buildings have been 
set apart for the kindergartens, generally on 


the first floor. In some schools having high, 
light basements, quarters have been Atted 
there for the play classes. 

In the direction of these kindergartens one 
woman assumes full charge and responsibil- 


ity for schoolroom, her assistant most fre- 


‘quently looking after the music and the de- 


tails of individual work among the little g nes 
—a part so seemingly trivial and Vet so en- 


tlally necessary. 
It is generally admitted that the kinder- 


garten in Chicago is a permanency. Only by 


a more or less technical mischance did the 
city miss establishing ten more kindergartens 
last year, and it is believed by the friends 
of the system that these will be added to the 
already long list in the near future.

= single even though all women on 
earth should become married. 
In other words, there are 15,300,- 
000 more men than women in this 
world. The total population of 
— the earth is estimated at about 
1.800 millions:' More than one-half of them 
‘pave been actually counted, while the other 
half is roughly estimated. Statisticians 
have investigated the question of the nu- 
‘ merical strength of the two sexes, and their 
estimates involve .1,283 million souls, or 
about 88 per cent of the total population of 
the earth. According to their estimates Eu- 
rope has a population of 334 millions, with 
$% millions more women than men; Asia has 
a population of 815 millions, with a male 
plurality of. 16 millions; Africa, with a pop- 
ulation of 27 millions, has about 1,000,000 
more men than women; in America, which 
has a population of 102 millions, there are 
also about 1;000,000 more, men than women; 
the plurality of men in Australia, with a 
var population of 4,000,000, is about 500,000. 
A to the estimates of the statis- 

* — there are 649½ millions men and 633% 
millions. women in this world, giving them 
men a majority of 15% millions. Europe is 
the only continent with a numerical pre- 
ponderanee of women. But even in Europe 
there are many countries where the men 
outnumber the women. That is the case in 

Italy, Greece, Roumania, Bulgaria, Servia, 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, and in the small 
principality of Liechtenstein. The aggre- 
gate of the populations of those countries 
gives the men a majority of about 500,000. 
Portugal, Sweden, Norway, Russian Poland, 
and Great Britain show a preponderance of 
women at the ratio of 1,060 women to 1,000 
‘men: In Germany there are 1,039 women to 
every thousand men, while the majority of 


women in Hungary,. Russia, France, and | 


- Belgium is comparatively insignificant. 


Where Women Are Scarce. 


Although the other continents show a more 
or less pronounced numerical preponderance 
of men, it would be a mistake to assume 
that there are no countries on those conti- 
nents where the women outnumber the men. 
Nicaragua, the South African Republic, and 
other countries have more women than men. 
The most peculiar conditions are found in 


„Hongkong and Hawaii. In Hongkong there 
dare only 409 women and in Hawali 533 women 
to every 1,000 men. 


It has been found that women are more 


‘sociable than men and that they avoid coun- 


tries where the population is thinly scat-. 
tered over a large territory. Hunting and 


pastoral peoples and even those in the first 


stages of agricultural development, for that 


‘reason invariably have more men than 
women. The countries with the greatest | 
industrial development in proportion to their 
. area show the greatest numerical preponder- 


ance of women. Other elements which 
greatly ‘influence the percentage of women 
are their legal status, including the laws of 
inheritance and succession, unfavorable mar- 


rage laws, and other conditions inimical to 


the rights of women

influence the relative ratio between men 
and women. In tropical and polar zones the 


men preponderate in numbers, while in the 
moderate zone the women slightly predomi- 


nate. Dry and sterile countries invariably 
have more men than women, while the op- 
posite is the case in fertile countries with 
sufficient rainfall.

“A study of these figures should be dis- 
couraging to those well-intentioned people 
who want to put a tax on bachelors,”’ said 
an unmarried man who lives in a hall bed- 
room on the North Side.

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Zirl and Ranger’s Daring Escape 
from Indians on n Bruin’ 5 Beck. 


KERR” LEWIS, who is 
fone of the few survivors of the 
old Lone Star Ranger service, is 
one of the most interesting char- 
acters in western Texas. After 
a long life devoted to the service 
of his country he is setting his 
house in order, and with the cour- 
— and fortitude of a veteran warrior pre- 
paring to join his comrades on fame’s eternal 
camping ground. 

Mr. Lewis was an Indian fighter when San 
Filipe de Austin was the capital of the col- 
ony and there were no white settlements 
west of the Colorado River. His body is 
covered with scars that he received in battle, 
and several times he was made a prtsoner 
and carried off into captivity. .The Co- 
manches knew him well and they entertained 
the highest regard for his courage and his 
honesty. In one instance they sought his 
assistance and advice in negotiating a treaty 
for them with the Texans, and during the 
truce that prevailed while the stipulations 
of the compact were being settled he made 
his home with Petuna, the chief of the 
Comanches. He says that the ink on the 
paper was hardly dry before the Texans vio- 
Jated the treaty which had cost him so much 
time and trouble. 

The Indians censured Mr. Lewis for the 
perfidious conduct of the white people and 
declared that if they ever caught him 
they would burn him alive. It was not long 
before they did succeed in making him a 
prisoner, and at the same time they cap- 
tured Jane Horner, a pretty girl, who was 
regarded as the belle of the colony. 

The young Indian fighter had long been one 
of Miss Horner’s warmest and most de- 
voted admirers, and he says that when he 
saw a big brute of a Comanche bringing her 
to the chief bound on a mustang he deter- 
mined to set her free or lose his life ee: the 


Prisoners. of the Indians. 


Four warriors guarded the two,captives as 
the Indians hurriedly retreated to their 
stronghold in the mountains of the Colo- 
rado. On the second day the main body of 
Comanches set off towards the north for the 
purpose of raiding a white settlement on the 
San Gabriel, while the guards with their cap- 
tives continued their march along a trail that 
followed the river. | 

Mr. Lewis was closely watching every 
movement of the Indians in the hope of taking 
advantage of the first opportunity to make bis 
escape and set the young girl at liberty. He 


' Knew that his guards were worn out with 


their long ride, and he felt pretty sure that 
they would embrace the first opportunity that 
presented itself to rest and sleep. 

“I found during the day,“ he says, that 
I could easily release my hands from the 
thongs and I felt confident that I could make 
& Food fight if I could manage to get hold of 
& weapon ot any kind. A fierce norther blew 
up during the evening. The guards turned 
& little aside to take advantage of a range 
of mountains that would shelter them from 
the cold north wind, and it is probable that 
they had an idea of sleeping in a well known 
da ves located near Falling Waters. 

Mr. Lewis knew this now celebrated cave, 
and, Strangely enough, after wandering over 

de world for a half, century, his footsteps 
led him back to spend his last days in tho 
little town which has been built since within 


— 


a few miles of the place where he planned 
and executed one of the most daring exploits 
of his remarkable career. 

gh have always told the story of this ad- 
venture,“ he says, with some hesitation, for 
I felt pretty sure that even those who knew 
me best were listeni to me with at least 2 
‘suspicion of doubt, but recently a young wom- 
an came to visit relatives in this vicinity who 
is the daughter of Jane Horner.

The enemy hopped over from New South 
Wales, and after a little reconnoitering'de- 
cided that the whole country was fit for 
occupation. At first the settlers in Aus- 
tralia regarded the invasion of the rabbits 
with equanimity, but after awhile General 
Br'er Rabbit and his hosts began com- 
mandeering crops. In some sections the 
crops during certain years became almost 
a total loss, and the Australians realized 
they would have to wage a merciless war 
of extermination with the black flag always 
hoisted and no quarter against the invaders. 


More than a million and a half of money 


was expended by the New South Wales 
government in eight years, while a reward 
of $100,000 was offered to any person who 
would make known a process for the effec- 


tual extermination of the pests. But the 
only result so far has been that the rabbit 


army is still in the field carrying on their 
part Of the war with a great deal of vigor. 

Geniuses who love to calculate have fig- 
ured out that the tails of the 25,000,000 rab- 
bits killed in one year in Australia would, 
if sewn tip to tip, girdle the earth. 


The colonial government has erected * 


wire netting fence between; New South 
‘Wales and South Australia extending 346 


‘miles, while for over 600 miles a rabbit- 


proof fence has been placed between Beurke 
and Corona. Taking the state constructed 
wire netting and that erected by private 
enterprise, there are altogether over 17,000 
miles of such barrier, of the average height 
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a little trouble. The prettiest 
easily, 16 to take a goose egg and paint a 


three feet and-a half, in New South 
Wales alone. 
No one attempts to reduce the rabbit 
scourge by hunting or trapping. It would 
be like drying up the ocean by dipping the 
water out a spoonful at atime. The only 
protection to the crops are the galvanized 
fron fences which go down in the ground 
a few inches to prevent the rabbits from 
burrowing ‘under. The army corps of rab- 
bits marching across the open country bump 


‘against the iron wire fence and after vainly 


trying to force a way through turn aside. 
and march away. 


The farmers succeeded th killing a great 


many of the enemy by means of rabbit pits 
three or four hundred yards apart, con- 
structed outside of the iromfence, The pita 
are eight feet long and about as wide, and 
six feet deep. They are covered by hinged 
boards, so arranged that when any weight 
is placed upon them they shoot whatever is 
resting upon them to the pit below. Bound- 
ary riders visit the traps every day and kill 
the rabbits and other animals found in 
them. When one of these traps is opened in 
the morning it resembles a small sized 
menagerie. Huddled together in the pit 
are hundreds of rabbits, mild faced Walla- 
bys, a big contingent of wild cats, rats, 
moles, small.bears, iguanas, and a dozen 


other kinds of lizards, and a choice collec- - 


tion of snakes. The boundary rider spares: 


‘the iguanas and the wildcats.

Sometimes he is 
hunted by means of a roundup, all of the

Among the most remarkable traits attrib- 
utéd to rabbits is that of climbing trees 
Yet in Australia, where there is probably 
not room for all the rabbits on the ground, 
there are many that have acquired the 
the tree-climbing habit, An AustraHan 
recently sent to England the two front teeth 
of a rabbit that had been killed on an acacia 
_ three yards from the ground, and he wrote 
in his letter that that this was not at all 
a remarkable thing, and that he had found 
' rabbits, or at least the traces of their claws 
on the bark of trees four, five, and six 

yards high. 3

The association of the rabbit to Easter 
day is a German tradition which has been 
carefully handed down to this day, so that 
Httle children of this year 1901 will go out 
under the trees on Easter morning and hunt 
as seriously for the gayly colored Easter 
eggs that the rabbits have as the children 
in Germany did several hundred years ago. 
Nor do the children hunt in vain, for hidden 
in little nooks and crannies down by tiny 
streams or under little clumps of bushes 
are sure to be found the red and green and 
blue Easter eggs that the good little rabbits 
have laid. It's a remarkable fact that rab- 
bits only lay Easter eggs, andit shows how 
sagacious Bunny is to say that the eggs are 
only laid near the houses where there are 
children anxious to find them.

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HE Easter egg has always been 
one of the most popular features 
of the Eastertide. It owes its 
origin, as many of the popular 
Easter observances do, to pagan 
tradition. It was held as sym- 
bolic of renewed life, and in the 

Christian church is an old emblem of the 
resurrection. Some authorities have con- 
nected it with the ancient Egyptians, Per- 
sians, Greeks, and Romans, and it was the 
custom of the Parsees to distribute red eggs 
atetheir spring festival. In Germany, in- 


- stead of the Easter egg, is presented an em- 


blematic print, in which three hens are 
holding a basket, wherein are three eggs; 
whereas in Vienna the Easter egg is com- 
posed of silver, mother of pearl, or bronze, 
and filled with knickknacks of some kind. 
Formerly in England the Easter egg was 
solemnly blessed by the priest, and, being 
elaborately colored, was often kept as an 
amulet. Faster eggs, or pace or pask eggs 
as they used to be called, have from time 
immemorial been prepared much as they 
are today, being Boiled hard in water col- 
ored with red, blue, or violet dies, with in- 


écriptions, devices, or landscapes traced 
upon them. 


In old England ball-playing with Easter 
eggs was for centuries one of the most cher- 
ished customs of the Easter season. Even 


the clergy could not forego its delights, and 


made this game a part of their service. 
Bishops and deans took the Easter egg se- 
lected as the ball into the church, and at 
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the commencement of the game began to 
dance, throwing the ball to the choristers, 
who tossed it back and forth to each other 
and down again to the clergy. In the 
United States it is considered the inalien- 
able privilege for the children in Washing- 
ton, regardless of age, sex, or previous con- 
dition of servitude; to roll Easter eggs down 
the hill in the White House yard. 

‘So far as eggs are concerned, there is 18 
possible danger that Easter will not be ob- 
served after the customary fashion in Chi- 
cago. The hens of the country have re- 
sponded in a noble manner to the appeal 
from Chicago for Easter eggs, and the re- 
sult is that almost 3,000,000 eggs were re- 
ceived in Chicago every day last week. 
That will give almost two eggs and a half 
to very man, woman, and child in the city 
on Easter morning. Of course some people 
do not care for Easter eggs, and so those 
who do care may have more than the two 
and a half eggs that under the regular 


' allotment of the daily egg supply would fall 
to them. 


Besides the 3,000,000 hens’ eggs that ar- 
rive every day in South Water street there 
will be several thousand duck,’ goose, and 
turkey eggs brought in especially for the 
Easter demand. There is no call for these 
eggs in Chicago any time except around 
Easter. Then they are wanted, not so much 
for their edible qualities as for their size. 
An Easter egg, to be a success as such, 
must be highly decorated, and a big goose 


make lovely and at the game time novel eggs 


egg has a good deal more superficial area 
for the Easter decorator to work upon than 
has a hen's egg. But the hen’s eggs still 
remain the best to eat, so it is the fashion 
to top off the plate of hard boiled Easter 
eggs with a mammoth goose or turkey egg 
stained a bright sky blue and ornamented 
with some flower or other design. The 


Easter hens’ eggs dre to feast upon and the 


turkey eggs to look at. 

Easter time is the only season when the 
American hen has any rivals in the egg 
market in Sguth Water street. Duck eggs, 
goose eggs, and turkey eggs are as much 
at a discount as canary bird eggs ordinar- 
lly, and the only time South Water street 
will countenance them at all is at Easter. 


Three million eggs is about the average 
number that come into Chicago every day 


now. In the late fall and in the winter the 
supply from the country falls away short 
of this, and then the warehousemen open 
their doors and out come the eggs that have 
been kept in cold storage. 85 

It's a dig job supplying South Water 
street with eggs. Plymouth Rock hens in 
Michigan and white Leghorns in Kansas 
are working overtime every day in the year 


to supply the demand. The eggs come from 


all the Western States as far as the Rocky 
Mountains, and from Mississippi and other 
States far down as Dixie. Chicago is the 
greatest egg market in the world. The

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only half of Chicago’s. Into Chicago every 
day except during the dull season in the 
fall, when the biddles take their annual 


vacations, there are between 7,000 and 9,000 . 


cases of eggs received in South Water 
street. There are thirty dozeh eggs in a 
case, so that South Water street swallows 
240,000 dozen eggs every day except for the 
two or three months in the fall. | 

The hens of the country did themselves 
proud in the year 1900, and the total pro- 
duction was 13,686,000,000 eggs or 38,000,000 
cases, with a total value of $200,000,000. 
Chicago's share of this immense produc- 
tion, as shown by the receipts of the year, 
was 1,827,168 cases, or ne@tly 8 per cent of 
the whole amount produced. ‘ ‘ 


The months in the year in which there fs 

the smallest supply of eggs coming into 

South Water street are August and Sep- 
tember. | 

Provision against a strike by the hens is 


made by the cold storage of over 1,509,000 Fr 


cases of eggs by some half dozen storage 
warehouses. The supply for the cold stor- 
age warehouses is now being laid in, it not 
being safe to store eggs after the warm 
weather begins. Eggs for storage are now 


being bought at “11% and 12 cents a dezen. 


Next. fall and in the winter they can be 
sold at from 18 to 24 cents a dozen. 

A large part of the dally supply of eggs 
received in South Water street is for local 
consumption, the rest going to New York, 
Philadelphia, Boston, and to London.

Prices for eggs in South Water street 
range all the way from 8 and 9 cents in 
‘March or April to 20 cents a dosen in De- 
cember. The eggs are generally classed 
in two grades, although the ones that fall 
to fill the requirements for either first or 
second grade are not ‘altogether thrown 
away, these which are at all usable being 
sold to peddlers. The eggs are graded by 
being candled, which simply means holding 
them up one by one over a small hole, be- 


hind which is a candle or lamp. The egg 


candler tells the good eggs by the bright 
red color, those of a darker hue not being 
so good, and the eggs containing black 
specks and chickens being considered with- 
out the pale. 

The eggs which are of a bright red hue 
when held before the light, and whick are 
of good size and clean in appearance, are 
put in the first grade. The second grade 
eggs present about the same appearance 
when held’ before the candle as do the first 
ade, but they are of smaller size and not 
so Clean in appearance. Eggs which ex- 
plode when dropped on the floor and give 
off a sulphuric odor are not considered 
good for omelets. | 

Perhaps the most curious Easter egg ever 
made was one ordered by a south African 
millionaire for his bride. It was made in 


London, and was nine feet long and eight- 


een feet in circumference at the widest 
part. The shell of this wonderful egg was 
made of chocolate, most elaborately 


aster. 


adorned. It was intended as a wedding 
present, and held the whole of an expensive 
trousseau for the girl he was to marry. It 
also had in it an enormous quantity of 
superfine confectionery. 
It is sald that the most costly Easter egg 
ever made in the country was ordered by a 
railway magnate for his little son. It was 
a miniature carriage, most exquisitely ap- 
pointed, in the shape of an egg. The ex- 
terior was of the finest white enamel, and 
the interior of White, quilted satin. This 
dainty little vehicle was drawn by two tiny 
ponies in harness of white and gold. | 


Probably the most valuable Easter eggs 
in the world are those given by the Czars of 
Russia to their wives. Last Easter an egg 
was given to the Czarina which was, per- 
haps, the most beautiful and costly ever 
made. The egg incloses a magnificent jew- 
eled heart set in rare, many-colored gems 
and surrounded by twenty-five tiny minia- 
tures, portraits of the members of the Rus- 
sian royal family. An egg which she re- 
ceived on another occasion contained a 
miniature ship. It was made of pure gold 
and accurate in every detail, down to the 
smallest cable. This was mounted on a 
baryl, and it certainly would Ye hard to 
concefve anything loveller. The amount of 
work this represented can be imagined 
when it is learned that it ‘took a famous 
goldsmith ten months to make it. It will 
be interesting to learn what sort of an égg 
she will receive this Easter.

ONDON, March 90. — A new 
lease of life, which bids fair 
to be a long one, has been 
granted to the bolero. It ap- 
pears everywhere in Tace, em- 
broidery, or velvet, on evening 
and toilets, while it 
is „ beyond all else, the 
: favorite jacket for tailor-made 
gowns. Its. shapes are protean, and in 
this, perhaps, lies the chief gause of its 
vogue. It may be long oF short, tight- 
fitting or loose, a mere trimming or an 
actual spring wrap, and it lendg‘itself with 
equal facility to all materials and all oeca- 
sions.
